Contract Demands 
Auto Workers Ask 
Share Of Profits 


D ETR O IT TPI—The United Auto 
W orkers 
International 
executive 
board announced today it will seek 
a share of all profits above IO per 
cent on investm ent from the auto­ 
mobile com panies in this y e a r’s 
bargaining. 


The UAW board said its profit 
sharin g formula is “ based on the 
form ula used by the corporations 
them selves for com puting execu 
tives bonuses.” 
The 
contract 
dem ands 
reeom 
m ended by the board om itted the 
earlier UAW announced fight for 
a four-day work week. 
The board said the union’s con 
tract pro gram “ departs from the 
traditional 
UAW 
collective 
bar 
gaining program in th at it pro 
tid es a set of basic 
m inim um 
economic dem ands to he applied 
to all com panies under contract 
to the UAW.” 
T h e board said “ a set of supple 
m en tary economic dem and s where 
the profit position of com panies 
would allow for g reater economic 
benefits to the workers in those 
p artic u lar 
companies over 
and 
above the basic m in im u m s’ will 
be asked. 
The profit sharing plan would 
provide that all profits above IO 
p er cent on net capital—defined 
as stockholders’ 
investm ent plus 
debt investm ent—be divided three 
w ays; 
—“ One half of the profits above 
the IO per cent to be retained by 
the corporation for its stockhold 
ers and executives. 
—“ One fourth to all wage and 


salaried employes other than ex-, 
ecutives eligible to participate in 
executives’ bonus plan. 


—“ One fourth to consum ers in 
the form of a rebate to those who 
have bought the com panies’ prod 
ucts during the y e a r.” 


The union’s executive board also 
asked for “ an im m ediate general 
wage increase based on increased 
productivity that would be higher 
than the present productivity in 
crease formula of 2 1-2 per cent or 
6 cents per 
hour, 
w hichever is 
hig her.” 


O ther “ basic econom ic” dem ands 
included: 


— R efinem ents in the Supplemen 
tarv U nem ploym ent Benefit plans, 
including a substantial increase in 
SUB payment.;, an increase in the 
i du ratio n of paym ents to 52 weeks, 
and elimination of the $25 ceiling 
of supplem ental benefits. 


—Action to m eet the im pact of 
autom ation and to prepare for a 
shorter work week b> 
protecting 
w o rk ers’ rights in plant shifts, and 
by establishing a joint labor-m an 
ag em e n t study com m ittee. 


—Pension im provem ents “ to pro 
vide g reater security and dignity 
1 for retired workers and their fam 
Hies.” 
—A union voice in the invest 
1 m ent of w orkers’ pension funds, 
j 
—Im p ro vem ent in hospital m id 
I ical insurance coverage. 
The union board recom m ended 
that the w orkers be perm itted to 
decide how the bonuses should be 
I distributed.

An originally estim ated surplus 
of 18 billion dollars for this fis­

business reduced tax revenues. 
He said he will ask Congress for

taxpayer 346 milliort dollars in fis­ 
cal 1959. 
He proposed a 6.5 per cent slash 
in farm p rogram spending and held 
out the prospect of more signify-1 
cant reductions in 1960 and l a t e r 1 
years. 
He outlined to Congress a farm 
spending budget of $4,981,000,000, 
com pared with a record $5,327,000, 
OOO in the cu rre n t fiscal year. 
The; 
savings would come principally on 
program s for support of farm pric j 
es, for stabilization of farm income, 
and in controlling production. 
He foresaw considerable savings 
if Congress accepts reco m m end a­ 
tions he will m ake for low er sup­ 
port levels, and for few er controls. 
He said the recom m endations— to 
be spelled out shortly in a special 
message — "will perm it the sccre 
tary 
of 
agricu lture 
to 
establish 
price support! for basic crops con­ 


sistent with the increased produc­ 
tive capacity of o ur ag riculture.” 
C ut Conservation Paym ents 
Eisenhow er said 
present 
farm 
program s have “tended to price 
key farm com m odities as if they 
were scarce, stim ulating continued 
production in excess of the q u a n ti­ 
ties that existing m arkets can take 
at these prices." 
He said present 
agricultural pulley "places a heavy 
burden on taxpayers." 
In addition to the anticipated 
346 million dollar savings, E isen­ 
hower proposed to cut IOO million 
dollars off an annual 225-million 
dollar 
agricultural 
conservation 
program 
of 
paying subsidies 
to 
farm ers for carrying out conserva­ 
tion 
m easures. 
This 
reduction 
would not be reflected before 1960. 
The P residen t recom m ended con 
tinuation of th e foreign surplus 
disposal operations. 
He asked for 
a one-year extension of the agrieul 
tural trade developm ent and assist­ 
ance act of 1954 with an added 
authorization of $1,500,000,000 to 


finance 
it. 
T he 
aet, 
known 
as 
"Public Law 480,” has aided in 
the disposal of. billions of dollars 
worth of surplus farm com m odi­ 
ties. 
It is financed by the Com­ 
modity Credit Corp. 
Eisenhow er asked that the soil 
bank program — enacted in 1956 
with an annual subsidy authorize 
tiou of up to $1,200,000,000 — be 
cut in fiscal 1959 to 450 million 
dollars. 
This would he som e 375 
million dollars less than the ac­ 
tual authorization for the curren t 
year. 
Extend Wool Act 
The President proposed to aban­ 
don th e acreage reserve section of 
the soil bank at the end of the 
1958 crop year and concentrate 
wholly on the conservation reserve 
section. 
The acreage reserve is a 
year-to-year program and provides 
money to farm ers for not produc 
ing basic crops of cotton, corn, 
wheat, rice, and tobacco.

“ You’ve just got to go for the two 
points instead of the one . . . the 
coach is sure U be second guessed 
no m atter what he does . . . and 
. . . there’ll be fewer ties and more 
interest.” 
NCAA rules committee 
chair­ 
man Fritz Crisler, athletic direc 
^tor at Michigan and author of the 
new rule, was outspoken in favor 
of it. 
“ It is one of the most striking 
changes in football history,” he 
said at 
Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., 
where the committee passed the 
rule. “ Ifs a progressive step and 
should inject more dram a into foot 
ball’s dullest, most stupid play ” 
The new rule, which marked the 
first change in football 
scoring 
since the NCAA was formed in 
1906, was approved unanimously 
Sunday by the 10-man committee 
The committee also voted to liber 
alize the 
-.ubstitution rule, 
per 
mining all substitutes to re-enter 
each period once, and made four 
other rule changes. 
The conversion rule retained the 
old one-point for placement or drop 
kick regulation but added the op 
tion that a team could try for two 
points by running or passing from 
the three-yard 
line. 
Most high 
schools throughout the country are 
expected to conform to the regula
